Staid, sober, plodding citizens may have their 
thoughts turned by a squalling child, a mad dog, 
a frantic horse, a scolding woman or a crazy man.

THE COLUMBIA RECEIVER. 


In Spite of “Expert” Estimates the 
Court Limits His Allowance, 


Judge Thayer this morning rendered a‘de- 
cision in the matter of Columbia receiver L. 
E. Alexander’s claim for additional compen- 
sation. The courtsays: “In this matter of 
receiver Alexander’s application for com- 


ensation over and above what has already 

een paid, the sum of $3,000is allowed as 
payment in full for all services rendered by 
the receiver from the date of his appoint- 
ment in 1877 to August Ist, 1883. ‘The allow- 
ance hereby made, in addition to what has 
already been paid, makes the total average 
eompensation of the receiver for 
all services whatsoever $4,000 per annum, 
which the court deems a fair and reasonable 
allowance.” It will be remembered that the 
receiver had summoned in his behalf a nuni- 
ber of citizens to testify as experts touching 
the value of his services per annum. The 
court listened to their evidence, but the de- 
cision to-day shows how farcical such pro- 
ceedings are. The allowance is far below 
the lowest estimate furnished by experts 
and such testimony is of little value 
in Foarteng, @ just conclusion. 

John D. Pope testified: “He ought to be 
paid more than an ordinary executor or ad- 
ministrator.”’ 

E. McGinness testified and corroborated 
Mr. Pope. 

E. C. Simmons testified: ‘‘Compensation 
from $6,000 to $10,000 per annum or five or 
six per cent per annum commission.” 

Chas. Chouteau testified: ‘‘Commis- 
sion of five to six per cent, and not less 
than $10,000 per annum salary.” 

Leonard Matthews testified: Five thou- 
sand or six thousand dollars per annum or 
aconnmnission of five to six per cent on 
amounts paid outand received would be lit- 
tle enough,”’ 

Thos. C. Reynolds testified: ‘Salary of 
$250 per month and a commission of three 
per cent on amounts received and ex- 


nded. 

N. C. Hudson testified: ‘Services are 
worth a salary of $6,000 per annum or a com- 
mission of five per cent. Think this would be 
a low salary.” 

The unfortunate policy-holders, who, after 
waiting six years, are but receiving a crumb 
from the wreck of the Columbia estate in the 
shape of a five per cent dividend, will be re- 
lieved to know that the receiver’s share of 
the oyster is now limited to $24,000.

claim that their king, Jamsheed, the founder 
of Persepolis, first introduced the use of 
wine, and that his cup, containing the 
“elixir of life,”’ was cut out ofa ruby, and 
stolen by Genii, who hid it under the ruins 
ofIistakar. The story of the discovery of 
wine, astold by Sir John Malcolm ix his 
“History of Persia,” is that Jamsheed was 
Passionately fond of grapes, and, having de- 
posited a iarge quantity in his cellar, was 
surprised on examining them sometime 
afterwaras, todiscover that the fruit had 
burst and became sour. Ignorantof fermen- 
tation, and believing that the grapes in their 
new form were dangerous to use, he had the 


uice coliected in vessels and labeled 
‘poison.” <A favorite wife laboring 
under pain and nervous debility 


sought death as a relief from her 
sufferings, and observing the word “‘poison”’ 
on one of the vessels in the monarch’s room, 
she opened itana swallowed the contents 
with avidity. The draught overcame her 
and she svon fell intoa sound sleep, from 
which she awoke to her great surprise much 
renovated. Charmed with the eftect of the 
restorative, she repeated the draught so 
frequently thatthe “poison’’ soon became 
exhausted, which amsheed discovering, 
Jearned from the lady how her recoverv had 
been effected. Immediately alter this he 
caused grapes to be gathered and fermented, 
and soon the court of Jamsheed resounded 
with praises of the “delightful poison,” as 
it is called to this day.

By some means she be- 
came unduly intimate with a Capt. Roman- 
off, son of the prefect of the viilage and 
captain of a Cossack regiment. At last he 
betrayed her and induced her to fly from her 
husband. Ina short time she ended her 
wretched careerin Baden-Baden in one of 
the worst resorts. 

“As soon.as ny father heard of her be- 
trayal he took me upon his knee and made 
ine swear to avenge the wrong by killing olf 
the accursed family. Soon atter the prefect 
was tound lying dead by the roadside. My 
father had killed him and left his pistol ly- 
ing by his side, so as to give the idea of sui- 
cide, and it was generally thought that the 
prefect had destroyed himself. Soon my 
father placed me in an academy at Warsaw, 
and joining the Russian army in the Crimea 
followed out his plan of revenge. The be- 
trayer and his brother were officers in the 
army, and were by some chance assigued to 
the regiment in which my father served. 
One night they were found dead in their 
tents, a knife still sticking in the hearts of 
each. Fearing detection, forit was father 
who committed the deed, he deserted the 
army, and for ten years I saw nothing of 
him, Occasionally he wrote me from vari- 
ous points, all his letters breathing the same 
spirit of vengeance. One night he appear-d 
at the university in disguise and requested 
ine to follow him. Next morning we ieft tor 
Italy and inashort time arrived at Milan. 
From there we went to Florence, where my 
father said our work of vengeance was to be 
done. A brother of Romanolf, the prerect, 
was an attache of the Kussian legation at the 
court of Victor Emanuel aud we determined 
to slay him. 

“kur days we followed him, but could 
never lind a chance to safely accomplish our 
purpose. One night we saw him walking on 
the river bank, accompanied by another gen- 
tleman, ana determined to kill him that 
night. ‘rusting to the cover of our inasks 
my father sprang at the throat of Rowaunoff’s 
companion, and, throwing him, held him, 
while Lsprang upon Rowanoff and stabbed 
him tothe heart twice. Binding his com- 
panion, wethen threw the dead vody into 
the Arno, with the Knife still sticking in it. 
We left his friend lying there helpless and 
returned tv the city. Next morning my 
father was arrested while sitting in church 
onacharge of murder. Hearing of it, I es- 
caped to the mountains. My tather’s dis- 
yuise had not been perfect, and Romanott’s 
companloh gave such a 
that he was identified. Shortly after he was 
tried, convicted and hanged. 

“| joined a band ol brigands under the 
command of Spizzia, Who was recently cap- 
tured in New OUOrieaus, and for some time the 
wild lite satisfied me. Soon I returiaed tu 
Poland and found that the Romauott had 
been seattered. A number had been exiled 
wo Siberia for treason, while three had gone 
lo America. 

l immediately determined to follow them, 
and alter searching [rou 1876 to 15881 1 found 
them at this piace, but belore my vengeance 
could overtake them twoof the three baa 
died from disease, and but one, Albert Lo- 
boski, was left. Lthen secured work here 
and plotted his destruction. One night he 
disappeared. Nothing was thouyht oi it, as 
inysterious disappearances are coinnmnion 
among our class. I kijled him, and would 
have gone back to Russia‘to finish my work 
had it not been for tuis sickness.”’ 

Lhe listeners were appalied by this story. 
The man then proceeued to teli in a husks 
voice the place where he had buried the man, 
and, aller receiving the sacrament from the 
priest, expired, thus escaping the power ol 
the law. his morning a party proceeded to 
the spot indicated and exhumed a skeleton, 
with a large, rusty dirk-knife protruding. 
There was then no duubt as tothe truth of 
Semiioff’s siory. A post-mortem examina- 
tion will be held on the body of Luboski 
shortly.

JUDGE HOADLEY. 


A Sketch of the Ohio Democratic Can- 
didate for Governor. 
From @ Cincinnati Dispatch. 


George Hoadley was born in New Haven, 
Conn, July 31, 1826, He was an 
only son. His father, George Hoadely, 
was a man of great integritv, rank- 
ing high in social ana public life He 
was at one time mayor of New Haven. He, 
in 1826, removed with his family to Cleve- 
land, where he continued to reside during 
the remainder of his life. He was also elect- 
ed to the chief magistracy of that city. His 
son received his elementary education in 
Cleveland, and at the age of fourteen was 
sent to Western Reserve college at Hudson, 
O., where he graduated in 1844. He then 
entered the law school at Cambridge, Mass., 
where he passsd one year of study under 
the tuition of Judge Story and Prof. 
Simon Greenleaf, and, after reading a second 
year in the office of Charles ©. Converse, 
then a prominent attorney in Zanesville, O., 
and afterward a judge oi the court of com- 
mon pleas and the supreme court of Ohio, 
came to Cincinnati and entered the law 
office of Chase & Ball asa student in Sep- 
tember, 1846, and was admitted to the bar in 
August, 1847, He soon attracted the atten- 
tion, and secured the friendship of Salmon 
P. Chase, afterward chief-justice of the 
United States,who was keenly alive to the im- 
portance of attaching to himself young men 
of promise, and in 1849 was admitted to his 
firm(Chase, Ball & Hoadley) as a junior 
Partner. Mr, Chase's’ election wo 
the United States senate and 
consequent withdrawal from professional 
duty in Cincinnatti in the same year led to 
Huadley’s appearing in important 
cases very early in his career, and probably 
contributed ty his election by the legialature 
in 1851 to the office of judge of the superior 
court of Cincinnatifor the residue of the 
term. In 1850 he succeeded Judge W. Y. 
Ghoison on the bench of the new superior 
court. In 1856 he was offered, by Gov. Chase, 
and again by Gov. lod in 18@ a seat 
upon the supreme bench of Ohio, but de- 
ciived both appointments. He was elected 
to the bench in 1864, but resigned in 1866 w 
establish the firm of Hoadiey, Jackson & 
Johnson, which soon ranked with the ac- 
tively employed law firms of the coun- 
try. in the constitutional convention 
of 1873-4 he took an active part, devoting 
eight months’ time to it. In 1851 Judge

SPANISH COURT SCANDAL. 


The Infelicities which Led to the Sep- 
aration of the King and Queen. 
Madr!d Correspondence Innspruck Tags biatt. 

The long-expected court scandal shows 
signs of soon developing into public notorie- 
ty. Here, where all the avenues of actual 
news are closely guarded, gossip takes its 
place, and especially in the court society 
prevails a freedom of discussion such as one 
may not even find the echo of in the press. 
That the queen has long been contemplating 
esvape from the Latin school of morals in 
which she lives in spite of herself, is known 
almost everywhere. Noris the cynical-in- 
difference of his majesty to the suggestive 
conditions of his own accession to the throne 
less freely debated. However little the miid 
and ascetic Francis of Assissi may have con- 
tributed to the character of Alfonso, there 


can be no doubt that the ani- 
malism of his mother, Isabella, and 
of his grandmother, Christine, is Tre 


ated with increased force and abandon 
in the king. He has already given to his 
court a flavor of pronounced corruption. 
His tirst enjoyment of the royal prerogative 
took the form of an insistance on his droits 
de seigneur. His profligacy, shocking even 
to Spaniards, has been at least candid, and 
his subjects have never been ignoraut ef the 
times or places when he played the part of 
Haroun Al Raschid. Itis generally known 
that his life has been more than once en- 
dangered in his street rambles, and a Gypsy 
girl, on a certain occasivn, nearly put an end 
to them with her bodkin. Hts passions are 
apt to disdain the beauties of the court and 
gravitate, iike those of most young men, lo- 
wards vuigar celebrites. Itis true that one 
young duchess suffers the sometimes envied 
taint of his distinguished presence; but the 
tadies who dance for him after his little sup- 
per in the palace, and those whom he Visits 
incognito, attended by two of his faithful 
military chamberlains, are of the common 
class—cirens-riders, tamblers, singers and 
half-bred gitane. 

He is very active and supple, with a bull- 
fighter’s physical address. His eyes are 
brown, but full of changing tints, and his 
mouth is singularly vivacious and expressive. 
His mustache is very fine and silken, his 
hair all but black, his teeth very white and 
his smile extremely fascinating. He is less 
hysterical than most Latins, and is a great 
deal more brusque. 

‘The queen is as proud as most Austrian 
princesses, and is inclined, perjaps, to quar- 
rel rather with the quality of her rivals than 
with the morals of her husband. She has not 
grown very popular here, not even as popular 
as Marie ‘herese grew with her French sub- 
jects. An intense virtue and a suilen pride 
are equally fatal in Spain to the adoration of 
the commun people. As for the aristocracy, 
while it views with interested alarm the 
profiigacy of the king, it observes with po- 
lite amusement the evident jealousy and dis- 
comfort of the queen. Happily, in Spain one 
does not overturn @ dynasty on ioral 
grounds, so the king is reasonably safe for 
the present. But the Austrian con- 
tingent of the court does not scruple to ex- 
press its ehagrin and, indeed, its indigna- 
nation, ‘he: queeu’s Germanic housenold 
resets the circus-riders et id genus omne 
with a loyalty that both irritates and abashes 
the Spanish entourage of their majesties,and 
itis trom this growing discord, if from any- 
thing, tnat the domestic troubles of Aifonsu 
and nis wife will derive the dangers of pub- 
icity and, in consequence, an open rupture. 
Meantime ‘“‘Nuesta Carmencita” bounds 
through her hoops of fire as gayly as if the 
flames were not likely to be fanned by an 
international complication,

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AMERICANS IN MEXICO. 
Discouraging Remarks by One Who Has 
Been There.

Mexico has long been regarded this side 
the Rio Grande as a wonderland. It is full 
of gold and the tropics. Full of spice winds 
and frankincense and myrrh. Fall of 
leagues of grazing landsand herdsof cattle. 
Full of fabulous silver mines, guarded by 
the ghosts of Cortez’s swart cavaliers who 
came to woo with the blood of last night’s 
rivals not dry on their blades. Full of 
romance, song, poetry, senoritas, tropical 
fruits, a south wind to blow all day with an 
odor of musk, and a trade wind to blow all 
night, full of the balm and the scent of the 


sea. 
Well, try it. No matter the subsidies the 
central government promises or bestows. 
every railroad which enters the territory of 
Mexico from the United States will be bank- 
rupted three times over. Save and alone the 
hot country, the tiezra calientenf the natives, 
every fvot of arable ground has to be irri- 
gated. Inland from the Rio Grande, for 
tliree hundred miles, the grass is sparse, the 
water scant, and the chapoaral abundant.

The mines in many places are undoubtedly 
rich, but there are a multitude of richer ones 
in New Mexico, Utah, Colorado, Montana, 
Nevada and Arizona. Why go, then, from a 
country where the law protects to a country 
where there is no law? 

Then again but few people understand the 
bitter hatred the average Mexican has for 
the American. It is simply inextinguisha- 
ble. No matter what Porfirio Diaz says. 
No matter the continued ovation he received 
from St. Louis to New York, and from New 
York to New Orieans, the masses.of the 
Mexicans hate the people of this country 
with a hatred that can only come from the 
commingling of the Spanish blood with the 
Indian. Diaz at best is but an inferior 
Blaine. ‘Given an opportunity, and he would 
be a dictator. He is able, but he is pro- 
scribed. ‘The church, as powerful in Mexico 
as the pope is in his college of cardinals, has 
pat its a upon him. What time he had 
power there he raided its property remorse- 
iessly, and showed his animus more savagely 
than did that low, squat Indian Juarez, who 
was born a proletarian, and who tried to 
avenge the obscurity of his youth upon sys- 
tems, creeds and aristocracies. 

Then again, the American is utterly inca- 
pable of making a colonist. The Euglish- 
man accommudates himself at once to the 
habits and customs of the people who sur- 
round him. ‘The Frenchman’s incomparable 
toleration and recognition of every pecutiar- 
ity, social or otherwise, of a stranger’s race 
makes him one of a contented family at the 
very beginning. The German is just, fair in 
his dealings and attends to his own bust- 
ness. Butthe American? Ah! the Ameri- 
can is a law unto himself. He damns every- 
thing and everybody. He enters the land 
with the belief that every man isa blank- 
eted thief and every woman a hooded larlot. 
One cau hear him swear the length of a 
street and hear him talkthe length of two 
streets. As the Hust goes by he iaughs at it. 
tle would sneer, but half drunken men rare- 
ly sneer. When he can get his pantaloons 
in his boots he is happy.© When he can strap 
a big six-shooter above, his hips he is jubi- 
lant. Thereafter only a pint of-mescalor a 
quart of aguadiente is necessary to make him 
tiy his eagie and stable his horse in a cathe- 
dral, if only there wasanything like an 
American camp or settléiment at his back. 

Therefore, whoever can-do auything at all 
in this country had better stay here. Out- 
side of the tropics, Mexico is poor. None of 
the railrvads will pay tm twenty vears. It 
costs a dollar and ten cepts on an average to 
get a dollar out of the mines. ‘Lhe spiendid 
cattle ranges are a myth. Unfit for colo- 
nists, the Americans can never succeed by 
emigration. Ilf they go in smail parties they 
will be murdered. Imf imlarge ones they will 
starve. The onty possible way to utilize 
Mexico at ail is for the United States to 
take it, body and soul, then people it. 
fhat, however, will not be done this cen- 
tury.

A Maryland Naturalist Declares Him a 
Tramp, a Buily and a Nuisance. 
From the Baltimore Sua. 


At the last meeting of the Maryland Acad- 
emy of Scientists, Mr. Otto Lugger, an expe-'

on the English sparrow. After dgoartblen 


the habits of the birds as to nest-building, 
or rather nest-stealing, and the cruel yet

Late in July and corns Shae the 
Sparrows in Europe occasion greatest 
amount of damage, and will do so here if no 
steps are taken to ~ such proceedings in | 
the bud, provided itis not already too late. 
Near cities and villages immense numbers of 
sparrows flock together and visit the fields 
of grain, where, similar to the migratory lv- 
cust, they bend the piants to the ground by 
their weight, tearing ana scattering the val- 
uable ee They swarm around stacked 
grain like bees and do mueh damage. 

“The sparrow not only acts the role of a 
dangerous tramp, but also that of a bully to 
other birds. What has become of the house 
wrens, biuebirds and other sweet singers 
and very useful birds? They are gone and 


gone for good if no ge taken to pro- 
tect them against EB aiist sparrow. 
Wherever this bird has been introduced, 


foolishly or otherwise, it has increased im- 
inensely and to the hurt of the country. In 
Austrailia, where it was intruduced with a 
view of checking the damages done by cer- 
tain insects, the government has aiready 
found it necessary w counteract its further 
increase by paying prices for the eggs and 
heads. For one hundred eggs two and a hali 
shillings, aud for twelve heads eight pence 
have been effered, and with this result: In 
two mouths 81,600 eggs and 8,000 heads were 
paid for. 

*‘Although it may seem cruel to advocate 
the destruction of their eggs, which are more 
readily obtained in numbers than the bird it- 
self, it is imperatively necessary to do se. 
Bay worms, elm beetles and other insects 
upon our shade trees are as numerous as 
ever, if not more su, because the really in- 
sectiverous birds have been driven off by 
that impostor, Mr. Sparrow.

vertisements. 


The want advertising department of a great 
daily paper like the Post-DIsPATCH occu- 
pies the position of “‘broker to all mankind.” 
If it is a house to rent a three-line advertise- 
ment bringsa hundredanswers. If you have 
rooms for rent, a bushel of replies comes in 
the next mail. If itis buy or sell, or trade, 
or wanted a situation, or wanted help, 
if it is to find a missing 
friend or to form the acquaintance of a 
young lady correspondent, if you have lost 
anything or have found anything and are 
honest and desire to return it, if it is a New- 
foundiand dog you desire to purchase or & 


horse you want to sell, if it is anything in 
the nature of a transaction, the cheap medi- 
um of the so-called want column is appealed 
to, Ithas grown to an enormous extent, 
and inthe Post-DispatcH office it is re- 
guired to keep constantly employed a young 
man with no other duty than to hand out 
and distribute answers, as they are called 
for or handedin. Itis the custom to keep 
all] answers for six days, at the end of which 
time they are taken from the racks to 
make room for the others. The 
accumulation is very large each week. A 
person advertises for “pleasant furnished 
rooms,” and in twelve hours gets more 
responses than he could investigate in twelve 
months, and does not return for the ad- 
ditional mail which pours in for two or three 
days more. This is true of almost any. form 
of these popular advertisements. A Post- 
DisPpatcu reporter this morning casually 
ran through the accumulation of a single 
week of dates some time since, and was as- 
tonished at the wide range of the responses to 
desires of all kinds. The coliection of let- 
ters was a real study in chirography, and in 
some instances the orthography was wonder- 
ful, if not absolutely fearful.

THE LAW ON NOTES. 


Interesting Opinion Defining Statutory 
Application to Negotiable Paper. 


In the case of the§Boatman’s Savings Bank 
against James Jackson, Judge Thayer over- 
ruled, to-day, the demurrer to the petition. 
The courtsays: “It was distinctly ruled in 
Samstay vs Conley, 64 Mo. 477, that an ac- 
tion against the assignor of a non-negotiable 


instrument such as is sued on in this case 
can be maintained pursuant to the provi- 
sions of section 8,R. S. page 270, now section 
665. revised statutes, 1879. it may be that 
inthe case last referred to it was not 
strictly necessary to decide that 
against the assignor 
of the instrument might be 
brought under the provisions of seetion 665 
but the supreme court having so decided, 
am not at liberty to declare that the decision 
was in that respect erroneous. I apprehend 
that the supreme court reached a correct con- 
clusion in holding that the instrument then 
before them was a non-negotiable note with- 
in the meaning of section 665, revised stat- 
utes, 1879, ranting that the difference 
between a negotiable note and a note is that 
one is negotiable and the other is not; still 
the attribute of negotiability is lostin a va- 
riety of ways. It may be lost by 
leaving out words of negotiability 
or by being uncertain either as to amount or 
time of payment. Ithink it makes no dif- 
erence how the pote loses its attribute of 
negotiability, so far as section 665 is con- 
cerned. The staute comprehends all that 
class of instruments that would be ealled 
negotiable promissory notes, but for the 
fact that the attribute of negotiability is lost 
in some of the prescribed ways. The note 
was assigned here. ‘The action is not on the 
note, but upon the contract which our laws 
imply from the assignment of a non-negotia- 
- ee The demurrer is ovyer- 
ruled.
